W. Martin Jr., Massachusetts, who 
is slated to become Speaker, the 
House steering committee backed 
Martin’s personal prediction that 
a 20 per cent income tax reduc- 
tion could be achieved. 

“The committee was a_ unit,” 
Martin said in a statement, “in 
the view that there can be a 20 
per cent- reduction across the 
board in personal income taxes. 

“This will operate to diminish 
by 20 per cent the amount of with- 
holding taxes which now cuts into 
the pay envelope before the recip- 
fent receives it. 

“A report by the Republican 
members of the Appropriations 
— Committee makes it clear that 

this saving to the taxpayers can 
ibe achieved while at the same 
time the current budget can. be 
balanced and payments begun on 
the national debt.” 

To Study Other Taxes. 

After the new Republican-con- 
trolled Congress convenes in Janu- 
ary, he said, the Ways and Means 
Committee will study revision of 
other parts of the tax structure— 
excise lévies and corporation rates 
—but prior consideration will be 
given the cut in income tax levies 

Stating that new appropriations 
can and will be reduced substan- 
tially without jeopardizing the na- 
tional defense, the House Repub- 
licans said: 

“That tax rates can be cut and 
greater revenues reaped is a fact 
proved by the experience of the 
Republicans through the 1920s 
when tax rates were reduced four 
times and government revenues 
were so increased by encouraged 
business and commerce that the 
national debt was reduced 36% 
per cent—at the rate of practical- 
ly a billion dollars per year for 
{en years.” 

Taft Tells His Views. 


Senator Taft was asked by 
reporters if sentiment in the 
Senate was as strong as the 
House for a tax cut. He replied: 

“I have said before and since 
the election that a 20 per cent 
cut is possible, but a prerequisite 
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to a cut in taxes must be a cut 
in expenditures,” 

Asked whether expenses should 
be reduced before any tax reduc- 
tions are made, Taft said he 
thought the two “had to go to- 
gether.” 


“I don’t think It's going to be 
difficult to hold the federal budget 
for the fiscal year starting June 
380 to 30 billion dollars,” he said. 
He pointed out that several billion 
dollars in various items charge- 
able to the current budget are 
“non-recurring” in the 1948 fiscal 
year, and in this category listed 
three billion in service men’s 
terminal leave pay, several billion 
in current Army and Navy funds, 
over a billion in food subsidies, a 
billion for the Bretton Woods 
agreement, and another billion for 
the Export-Import Bank. 


Taft said the tariff question did 
not come up for discussion at the 
Senate group’s session yesterday. 

Labor Bills “Not Punitive.” 

While Martin’s House statement 
pledged the Republicans to push 
for “constructive” labor legisla- 
tion, observers construed this to 
mean “labor control” measures, 
since sentiment has been strong 
among Republican party leaders 
for revision of the Wagner Act 
and for enactment of legislation 
similar to the unsuccessful Case 
bill, 

“The committee is in full agree- 
ment,” he declared, “that labor 
legislation which will be construc- 
tive but emphatically not puni- 
tive, is an early necessity in the 
Eightieth Congress. The first con- 
sideration must be the welfare of 
the nation, which will necessarily 
embrace the welfare of both labor 
and management.” 


On the subject of the limitation 
of the President’s tenure to two 
terms, the statement said: 

“We Republicans meant exactly 
what we promised the people dur- 
ing the campaign and many 
months before. Now that we are 
the Ones most apt to be affected 
by such a limitation, we intend to 
go ahead with it because we be- 
lieve it is a proposition for the 
welfare of the nation that tran- 
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scends any party or personal con- 
sideration.” 

The House Republican leader- 
ship voted also to continue inves- 
tigations into the causes for the 
current shortages in housing and 
certain essential foods. 

“It was the view of all the 
members of the steering commit- 
tee,” said Martin, “that the hous- 
ing program must be carefully in- 
vestigated, and that the restraints 
now holding up proper progress 
in construction eliminated. The 
Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee will make an intensive study 
of this whole subject in order to 
provide practical suggestions for 
legislative action. 

“The shortages in sugar, soap, 
fats and oils were discussed at 
length, and the Republican Food 
Study Committee under the chair- 
manship of Representative *Thom- 
as A. Jenkins of Ohio, was asked

At the same time that the 
House steering committee was 
drafting this sweeping program 
and setting up subcommittees to 
work out the details. for submis- 
sion to the new Congress, the 
Senate steering committee was in 
session, but when it broke up late 
yesterday Senator Taft announced 
that its work had not been com- 
pleted and no statement would be 
issued, 

Differences Over Tax Cut. 

Congressional Republicans ran 
into some opposition from their 
own and Democratic ranks on 
their revenue proposal, 

Senator-elect John Sherman 
Cooper of Kentucky, one of the 
“freshmen” who will give the Re- 
publicans control of the Senate, 
told a reporter today he thought 
taxes must be maintained at thet: 
present level to give the Treasury 
a chance of making payments on 
the debt. 

Senato. Homer Capehart (Rep.), 
Indiana, declared he hoped his 
colleagues don't fo off “half 
cocked” in their efforts to bring 
relief to the taxpayers 

Senator Allen Ellender (Dem.), 
Louisiana, volunteered that he and 
other southerners of like views 
would give enthusiastic aupport to 
any “reasonable” Republican move 
to bring the Government's ex 
penses down, 


Snyder Against Tax Cut “In Time 
of Prosperity Such as This.” 


Boston, Nov, 15 (AP)-—Secretary 
of the Treasury John W. Snyder 
said last night he did not believe 
taxes should be cut “in a time of 
prosperity such as this.” 

He declined tu discuss at a press 
conference proposals of Repub 
lican leaders for a 20 per cent in 
come tax reduction, 

Snyder said he favored a atrong 
reduction of federal expenses, but 
added that the Treasury would 
atill have to collect surplus tax 
revenues to apply against debt 
retirement, 

Asserting that he did not see 
opportunity for “any general tax 
reduction at this time,” he added: 

“, « » With all elements in our 
present economy pointing toward 
prosperity we should atop talking 
about the necessity of a depres 
sion,” 

At Washington the board of di 
rectors of the National League of 
Women Voters opposed reduction 
of personal income taxes while the 
United States has a large national 
debt, 

With a national income of 160 
billion dollars and high levels of 
employment, the directors said in 
a statement, it would appear to 
be “a time when the Government 
would best be able to wipe out a 
part of the heavy debt accumulat- 


ed during the war.”

(those for which the customer did 
not specify a route) between St.

“No!” from the witness, who 
added, “You know very well that 
unrouted cars are an infinitesmal 
part of the deal. There are about 
as many unrouted cars today as 
there are hen’s teeth.” 

Reed attempted to show through 
questioning of Capron that the 
reason for the decline in the vol- 
ume of business of the Burlington 
on the St. Louis-Kansas City route 
was due to the fact that a large 
amount of the east-west freight 
had been shifted from St. Louis 
to the Chicago and Peoria gate- 
ways. Capron denied there had 
been any shift. 

In response to a question as to 
why the Burlington did not take 
over the Kansas City route of the 
Gulf, Mobile & Ohio railroad with- 
out the assistance of the Santa 
Fe, Capron said such a step 
would be “physically possible, but 
whether it would be economical 
and financially profitable, Il am 
not prepared to say.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP) 
The Trans World Airline pilots’ 
strike—the first major walkout of 
commercial flyers—ended today 
with an agreement to submit the 
dispute over pay and working 
rules to arbitration. The strike 
lasted 25 days. 

Paul E, Richter, executive vice 
president of T.W.A., and David 
L. Behncke, of the AFL pilots 
union—signed the agreement at 
4:12 a.m. (St. Louis time) in the 
office of Chairman Frank P. 
Douglass of the National Media- 
tion Board, Nearly nine hours of 
continuous conferences over the 
final wording preceded the sign- 
ing. 

T.W.A, said it expected to put its 
first planes in the air about 7 
a.m., local time, tomorrow, with 
transcontinental flights starting 
from both coasts. There will be 
16 schedules tomorrow compared 
to a normal 90 dally. 

T.W.A, said its first overseas 
flight would leave New York for 
Paris at 10 a.m. tomorrow. 

At least two weeks will be re- 
quired to restore the line’s full 
schedule. 

The walkout of approximately 
1000 pilots began Oct, 21 over de- 
mands for higher pay for pilots 
| and co-pilots of four-engine planes, 
It grounded 115 aircraft along 
most of the company’s 28,000 miles 
of route on three continents, 
threw nearly 15,000 non-flying em- 
ployes out of work and cut off 
$2,000,000 in weekly revenue to the 
company, 

The agreement signed this morn- 
ing leaves to the decision of a 
three-man panel a number of dis- 
puted points. Most important of 
these are the rates of pay for 
pilots and co-pilots on Douglas

lations flying domestic and inter- 
national routes; the question of a 
minimum monthly pay for pilots 
in the international service, and 
whether there should be a new 
bidding procedure for runs. 


The pilots originally began seek- 
ing new pay scales and working 
rules for flying four-engine equip- 
ment more than a year ago. 


Their demands ranged as high 
as $15,500 a year, compared with 
the company’s estimate of $12,000 
a year for top-paid pilots at pres- 
ent. 

The company and the union 
each will name one member of 
the arbitration board today. If 
they do not agree on a neutral 
member by Saturday, the National 
Mediation Board will select him. 
The hearing, with a time limita- 
tion of 19 days from its atart untill 
a award is made, must begin in 
Chicago not earlier than Dec, 19 
nor later than Dec, 23. 


“Serious” T.W.A. Loss, 


Jack Frye, T.W.A. president, 1s- 
sued a statement saying “the 
strike has hurt T.W.A, to an ex- 
tent we cannot immediately de- 
termine,” 

He added that because of the 
“serious financial loss” due to the 
26-day shutdown, there was a 
“strong likelihood that it will be 
impossible for ug to return all per- 
sonnel to their jobs.” 


The arbitration agreement pro- 
vides that the strike end immedi- 
ately and that the company strive 
to have both its domestic and 
international. divisions operating 
normally by Dec, 1. 

Behncke pledged the pilots’ “ut- 
most co-operation” in getting op- 
erations back to normal quickly, 
He added in a statement that pi- 
lots were informed by telegraph 
to report at once to company op- 
erating officers and make them- 
selves available for duty. 

As to the arbitration agreement, 
Behncke said it meant that the 
pilots were “following their tra- 
ditional method of dispute settle- 
ment which is to work while they 
talk.” 

The time required to restore full 
operation of the line involves sev- 
eral factors. The planes have been 
kept in zood condition through 
inspection and running the en- 
gines at regular intervals, but 
they must be cleaned and stocked 
for service. 


Many of the pilots are now far 
from the points where they left 
their runs, some having returned 
from foreign stations, The crews 
must be sent back to their planes, 
and the company muat determine 
seniority rights and learn which 
pilots are available. 


Enough reservations must be 
taken to justify schedules, Some 
schedules can be operated profit- 
ably immediately, while other will 
require a little time.

CUT IN U.S, DEBT TO LOW 


MARK FOR 18 MONTHS SOUGHT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15 (AP) 
The Government plans to reduce 
the federal debt to its lowest point 
in 18 months by New Year's day. 
It set the goal yesterday deapite 
the fact that current operations 
are being run at a deficit. 

With the debt already down to 
$261,986,306,000 from the record 
high of $278,451,079,000 set last Feb. 
28, the Treasury announced it 
would redeem with cash another 
$3,260,777,000 in securities matur- 
ing Dec. 15. 

That will send the debt below 
259 billion, a point passed on the 
upclimb in early July 1045, 

The Treasury will pay off all of 
an issue of 1% per cent notes ma- 
turing Dec. 15 with money taken 
from an idle cash balance now 
standing at $6,205,647,000, com- 
pared with a peak of $25,960,900,- 
000 before it began to be tapped 
for payoff purposes.

NEW YORK, Nov. 15 (AP)- 
Decontrol and the Republican vic- 
tory have jolted the stock market 
out of a long decline—but Wall 
Street still displays an underlying 
pessimism, . 
The financial district usually as- 
sociates its own prosperity with a 
rising general price level, high em- 
ployment, expanding industrial 
production, 
These are the traditional ele- 
ments contributing to larger cor- 
poration profits and they are pres- 
ent to an almost exaggerated de- 
gree—but they are getting scant 
attention from a sizable body of 
investors, 
Why is the stock market ignor- 
ing what in the past have been 
signposts leading to higher stock 
levela? What long-range develop- 
ments does the investing public 
expect to block expanding earn- 
ings? 
Reasons for Pessimism, 

Here is the way the future looks 
to an important bloo of Wall 
Street opinion: 
Basically the outlook stems 
from the belief the nation’s busi- 
ness will not operate at substan- 
tially profitable levela in the fore- 
seeable future. This belief re- 
volves around three considera- 
tions: 

1, Labor will eat profit mar- 
gins or even force industrial 
operations at a loss.

Decontrol has opened the door 
to soaring prices for virtually 
every raw material industry uses. 
United States Steel Corp, bell- 
wether in American industrial life, 
said yesterday: 

“United States Steel plans no 
general increase in ateel prices at 
this time, It is obvious, however, 
that the future course of steel 
prices must of necessity depend on 
cost trends. Foremost among these 

» » Are wages and the costs of 
raw materials, among which are 
included coal, scrap, tin, lead, zinc, 
copper, palm oil, and the cost of 
purchased goods and services.” 

Steel scrap advanced this week, 
and higher prices were posted for 
every raw material the steel com- 
pany listed except coal and palm 
oil. The future of coal prices de- 
pends largely on the outcome of 
negotiations ‘between John UL. 
Lewis, United Mine Workers 
leader, and the Government, which 
is operating the soft coal mines.

killed and 4228 injured; total coat,

Furthermore, they show plainly 
that a large amount of serious 
wrecks has occurred on lines pro- 
tected by automatic block signals. 
Considerable emphasis was placed 
on the idea of extending the use 
of this familiar device, in testl- 
mony at the hearing, but the rail 
unions proposed that locomotive 
cab signals and automatic train 
control should be adopted uni- 
versally for operation at higher 
speeds, The latter two methods 
are counted on to give greater 
certainty of protection, and the 
atatistical evidence appeared to 
support this point, although indi- 
cating that even these are not in- 
fallible. 


Studies of Accidents. 


For purposes of the investigation, 
ICC and the Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads both worked up 
data on accidents for the two-and- 
one-half-year period ended last 
June 30, as typical of recent ex- 
perience, In this period ICC in- 
vestigated individually 181 rail 
collisions, Including chiefly train 
wrecks but also collisions with 
busses, automobiles and trucks— 
107 occurring where the speed level 
| of 50 or 60 miles or more per hour 
|}was involved and 74 on slower- 
| speed lines. 


Findings by ICC were: 

For the 107 accidents at high- 
er speeds-——-356 persons killed 
(average of 3.32 per accident) 
and 2562 persons injured (aver- 
age of 23.94 per accident).

| An analysis by the Post-Dis- 
| patch of the ICC data went far- 
| ther. It dealt with 42 of the 
| wrecks—train wrecks only, not 
lcollisions with vehicles—those in 
which 25 or more persons were 
killed or injured, Thirty-three of 
those occurred on lines where au- 
thorized speed was 50 miles per 
hour or more, Summarized find- 
ings were: 

Authorized speed of 50 miles 
per hour or more—33 wrecks; 
223 persons killed and 3092 in- 
jured, 


Lower speeds—seven wrecks; 
one person killed and 469 in- 
jured, 

Speed unspecified or unreported 
two wrecks; two persons killed 
and 8&8 injured. 

Accidents on lines protected 
by automatic block signals— 
22 wrecks; 50 persons killed and 
1886 injured, (In seven of these 
wrecks it was reported that the 
antiquated  timetable-and-train 
order system was in effect as 
well as automatic block signals, 
including one inatance where 
cab signals also were in use; 
in one of them automatic train 
control supplemented the block 
signals and in another a rail- 
road lawyer asserted at the 
hearing that centralized traffic 
control also was in service.) 

* Statistics on Wrecks. 

Accidents on lines protected 
by timetable-and-train-order sys- 
tem — 18 wrecks; 62 persons 
killed and 1595 injured. (In three 
of these wrecks it was reported 
that there was additional protec- 
tion of manual block signals— 
another antiquated method de 
pendent on human operation.) 

Accident on line protected by 
manual block signals — one 
wreck; two persons killed and 
73 injured, 

Combination protection — 
wreck of the North Western at 
Missouri Valley, Ia., with nine 
persons killed and 95 injured; it 
was reported that automatic 
train control, cab algnals and 
the timetable - and - train - order 
system all were in service. 

ICC made an effort to show the 
high cost of railroad accidents, 

with the intended inference that 
it would be better to spend the 
money on safety equipment. ARA 
counsel mildly criticised the show- 
ing on the ground that it included 
some accidents not of the type 
involved in the issue of better 
safety devices; Commissioner Wil- 
iliam J. Patterson remarked that

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‘* A Veteran on Veterans 
Tr the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Where do ex-service men get the wild 
idea that they are owed #0 very much 
by the people or the government? 

Several days ago in a letter to the 
Post-Dispatch, a veteran complained 
about the $65 a month subsistence he 
was being paid, or should I say given, 
while receiving a free education. All he 
had to do to get a four-year college edu- 
cation was spend some two and a half or 
three years in the Army. The rest was 
handed to him on a silver platter. Of 
course many of them are there because 
their schooling was interrupted, but still 
a lot of them are getting something they 
would never have gotten if they hadn't 
been in the Army—and still they cry for 
more. 

Missour! is my home. TI volunteered 
for the Army in 1942. I watched the 
march of the men from Springfield on 
the Capitol with a great deal of interest. 
Men supposed to be old enough to think, 
asking for a bonus of $400—to be fi- 
nanced how? They had no idea. Just 
give us $400—you figure out how to f- 
nance it. 

How can they think the people of Mis- 
sourli owe them that much, when in 
reality they were protecting themselves 
as much as anyone else? I could use 
$400 right now, but I don’t think the 
citizens owe it to me, They will be pay- 
ing through the nose for a long time to 
come for the benefits already in effect. 

The professional veteran will continue 
to be a drug to the American people as 
long as there are any veterans left. And 
the man who stands up and screams for 
_ more in addition to what he has already 
been given is a professional veteran. 

Just for those who write to say, “What 
did he do, sit behind a desk?,” I was in 
nearly every major invasion in the Euro- 
pean theater of operations—namely, 
Sicily, Salerno, Normandy and Holland. 
I'm proud of it, but I don’t believe it en- 
titles me to more than I've already been 
offered.

A Germ Is Isolated 


Just as a start toward successful treatment 
of tuberculosis had to await Dr. Robert Koch's 
isolation of the tubercle bacillus, so perhaps the 
elimination of public utility strikes awaits a 
study of how they start. 

Union Electric workers’ strike of last Mon- 
day caught the community entirely unprepared. 
It caught the company unprepared, It even 
caught the union leaders unprepared, as Leo 
Bachinski, union business manager, confessed 
in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 

The issue was ridiculously trivial, namely, the 
status of a single union member. William H. 
Graham had been fined and suspended from 
the union for violating union rules. The com- 
pany formally was asked by the union to sus- 
pend him from his job. Properly, the company 
replied that its contract did not require it to 
suspend an employe at the union's request, and 
asked for a further conference, 

Because Bachinski was absent from the city, 
the conference was delayed, Monday, after the 
strike began, Bachinski and his associates found 
that the company’s position was entirely cor- 
rect. They drafted a new request simply point- 
ing out that Graham was no longer in good 
union standing and asked that he be fired—in 
consonance with the contract. This was promptly 
agreed to by the company. 

Meanwhile, however, at a union meeting the 
evening before, a group of hotheads. began to 
consider a walkout. These men did not know 
what they were talking about. They did not 
know about Union Electric's reply to Bachinski 
(who himself had not yet seen it), or that the 
company was acting in strict justice and pro- 
priety. Instead, some of the hotheads said they 
had seen a special delivery letter from Union 
Electric ordering plant supervisors to report 
for work earlier than usual Monday morning in 
anticipation of trouble. This: was called a 
breach of faith. 

Bachinski argued they could not use this 
letter as a basis for a strike. No one had a 
copy of it. As a matter of fact, no such letter, 
as the Union Electric later revealed, had been 
sent out, Bachinski further argued that to go 
on strike would breach a contract calling for 
submission of grievances to the United States 
Conciliation Service before any strike action 
could be taken. 

Nevertheless, Bachinski lost control of the 
meeting and, next morning, when Graham in- 
sisted upon going to his work bench, the walk- 
out began. It was so irregular and confused, as 
Bachinski points out, that shop stewards at the 
St. Louis plant never did get word that a strike 
was in progress. Work stoppage occurred only 
at East Side plants. 

In the words of Bachinskl: 

The Graham business in itself was of no 
great consequence and could have been 
ironed out with the company in a few 
minutes. 

Yet it was the trivial *Graham business that 
was the reason for St. Louis to be tied up by 
power interruption for five hours. The strikers 
acted in ignorance of the real issue or the exact 
status of the Graham matter. They acted in 
violation of their own contract with the com- 
pany. They waved aside the advice of their own 
leaders. 

Irresponsibly, viciously and, in a broad sense, 
criminally, they set out to paralyze a city which 
cannot function without electricity. They closed 
down large businesses. They left gasping a sick 
man who had been under an oxygen tent in his 
home, and his life was saved only by emergency 
measures, 

What is to be done about men who are guilty 
of an action like this? What is the union going 
to do about them? The union had rules to cover 
the case of William Graham; has it no rules for 
the immensely greater offense committed by its 
strikers? 

If the union itself cannot prevent anarchy 
within its ranks, then the public should step in 
to prevent power cutoffs. The Union Electric 
Co. itself, operating under a public franchise, 
is compelled by law to furnish continuous power 
service. Its refusal to do so would undoubtedly 
result in-a loss of its franchise. Why should 
Union Electric employes, engaged in a vital 
service, be permitted to do what the public re- 
fuses to let Union Electric do? 

The answer to this question is that they should 
not. The law should move to protect utility 
workers in their bargaining rights and, at. the 
same time, in the interest of the public welfare, 
to set up prohibitions against utility strikes, with 
severe punishment for violation. :

A pretty ideological problem is posed by the 
forthcoming union of two railroads—the north- 
ern Alton and the southern G. M. & O. Ob- 
viously, a road known as the Rebel Route, as 
is the G. M. & O., can’t do so well above the 
Mason-Dixon line. Just as obviously, the Alton’s 
streamliner, “Abraham Lincoln,” would get a 
cool reception if it ever should flash across the 
cottonfields of Tennessee and Mississippi. So 
the G. M. & O.’s high command is pondering a 
change of names, However, the problem might 
be worse, as for example if the Rebel Route 
had been known as the Bilbo System and the 
“Abraham Lincoln” were known as the “Col. 
McCormick Cannonball.” 
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The Triangle Fuel Co. Mess 


The City of St. Louis has reluctantly, and 
under the compulsion of legal technicalities, 
issued a permit to Louis L. Horen’s Triangle 
Fuel Co. to sell solid fuels under the terms of 
the smoke elimination ordinance. Thus a tacit 
stamp of the city’s approval is placed on a con- 
cern which the city in fact disapproves vigor- 
ously and which should not be permitted to en- 
gage in a business so closely affecting the public 
welfare as the handling of smokeless fuels. 

The Triangle Fuel Co, is a bad actor. In the 
winter of 1944, it sold to 300 customers more 
than 1500 tons of coal that would not burn in 
home furnaces. The coal was fit only for in- 
dustrial use, and those who bought it were out, 
altogether, some $9000. 

Triangle has never refunded this money, 
despite repeated urging by the Better Business 
Bureau. The affair of the coal that wouldn't 
burn is only one of several objections the Bet- 


ter Business Bureau has to the Triangle Fuel 
Co.'s business methods. The city government has 
tried for two years to find some way to avoid 
reinstating the company's permit, but a Supreme 
Court ruling has denied the city the right to 
refuse a permit under the public welfare clause. 

So again Triangle has the mark of the city's 
sanction, Its permit does not, however, mean 
sanction in actuality. It means that a tricky cus- 
tomer has managed to find a loophole in the 
smoke elimination ordinance that gives him an 
undeserved stamp of approval. It would be fine 
if the City Counselor’s office could find a way 
to eliminate this defect in the law and revoke 
Triangle's permit for good. 
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For Higher Rent Ceilings 

If OPA doesn’t raise rent ceilings, Congress 
should and undoubtedly will. For, as this news- 
paper has argued since the Government ceased 
to hold the wartime wage-price line, rigid ceil- 
ings have been unjust to property owners, who 
must pay higher wages and grocery bills like 
everyone else. It will be two months before 
Congress could legislate, and Congress might go 
to the extreme of outright repeal, so OPA 
should act now. 

The only valid questions are how. to make 
the adjustments. Some favor individual in- 
creases—like the 900,000 “hardship” increases 
OPA has granted. But the better of the argu- 
ment is for a uniform percentage. It would re- 
ward the landlord who suffers least in equal 
proportion with him who suffers most, but the 
Little Steel formula and its successors had the 
same effect with overpald and underpaid labor. 
A flat percentage is easy and quick; it avoids 
impossible millions of bureaucratic determina- 
tions. 

Most proposals call for 15 per cent. No case 
has been made for more. A case might possibly 
be made for 2% or 5 per cent less. 

©PA’s rent advisory committee favors remov- 
ing rent controls from new and converted 
buildings. Its position is correct. After the end 
of wage-price controls on building materials 
and equipment, no one will dare build to rent 
until ceilings come off. Millions of Americans 
will be better off to pay high rents while the 
boom lasts than to saddle themselves with heavy 
mortgages. 

None of this, of course, is good news to the 
tenants, who are as hard-pressed as other 
middle- and low-income citizens. Nevertheless, 
there is belated justice in it, and it is news that, 
in some form, tenants are sure to hear.

They 
deserve every encouragement, Congressional re- 
form obviously is not a party matter, but it can- 
not succeed without party support. We hope to 
see the Southern Democrats do as well as their 
colleagues across the aisle.

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Sound Advice From Mr. Rix 

Carl B. Rix of Milwaukee, new president of 
the American Bar Association, is to be applauded 
for his wise words before the bench and bar 
of St. Louis, including members of high State 
courts. Advising lawyers that they cannot 
longer be content merely to improve the stand- 
ards of legal practice, but must recognize in- 
ternational and social justice as their proper 
concerns, Mr. Rix said: 

The civil rights propositions in the pro- 
posed new constitutions of India, China, 
Japan and the Philippines mean _ that 
1,400,000,000 persons support democracy and 
reject communism, But this nation must 
show these people that democracy can and 
does offer each individual more freedom, 
security and opportunity than any totali- 
tarian political system. 

The head of the national bar organization ob- 
viously did not mean that each individual in 
those masses of people had been consulted and 
had elected democracy rather than Communism, 
What he meant was that in view of the inclina- 
tion to democracy the opportunity is here for 
a demonstration such as the world has never 
seen before. That is where the United States 
comes in, where every lawyer, every citizen 
comes in, If we measure up to our opportunity, 
democracy has nothing to fear from Commun- 
ism. 

Mr. Rix could not have a better theme than 
this one, We hope he presents it to members 
of his profession wherever he goes. For they 
have a great deal to do with the way America 
is run. Lawyers comprised more than half of 
the last Congress and there will be even more 
of them in the next session (56 per cent). In 
short, just as Mr. Rix could not have a better 
theme, so he could not have a better audience 
for his sound counsel.

By act of Congress, the radio wavelengths 
of the air were reserved for the people. 
That is, owners of stations are tenants of 
the American people. 


What is the public getting for leasing its 
rights? The public's trustee, the Federal 
Communications Commission, released last 
March a comprehensive report, “Public Re- 
sponsibility of Radio Licensees.” The re- 
sult has been a storm in the industry. 


We have to deal with a powerful and pros- 
perous industry. Its receipts have multi- 
plied over 60 times in less than 20 years. In 
1944 the returns on the depreciated value of 
all its tangible broadcast property reached 
the colosal figure of 222.6 per cent. 

No comparable increase, however, ta to be 
observed in service to the public, In fact, 
a progressively amaller portion of each rev 
enue dollar is being spent on serving the 
public, 


The FCC report concentrates on develop- 
ments contrary to the public interest which 
radio is pledged to serve. The first is the 
decline, in the output of local stations, of 
reflections of local life and the use of local 
talent, 

Advertisers Rule the Trade 

Broadcasters, of course, are primarily in 
business for financial rensons, For the past 
five years, advertisers have queued. up for 
time on the air, and the broadcasters have 
humanly enough yielded to the lure of easy 
money, But they have done so to the detri- 
ment of the public interest and, more spe- 
cifically, at the expense of the sustaining 
program. For instance, on one Sunday 
evening only a single 15-minute period was 
reserved for a sustaining program between 
the hours of 7 and 11 over 28 basic affil 
i d etations of our biggest and richest 
network, 

Networks

have, in fact, abdicated In 
advertisers and shirked their 
duty to determine the over-all content and 
balance of their program structure, The in- 
dustry's contention that, from the point of 
view of public service, no distinction is to 
be made between a sustaining and a spon- 
sored program, can be answered in the 
words of one of radio's most distinguished 
writers, Norman Rosten: 

“Radio writing as it is now developed is 
simply an adjunct of advertising. The word 
is fitted to the product, The product Is 
God, The word is the interval between the 
announcementa of God. We are nearing 
the middle of the twentieth century. Shall 
the singing commercial and the Lone Ran 
ger inherit the earth?” 


A Red Herring Defense 


The two remaining evils on which 
FCC report throws the spotlight are the 
excessive use of advertising and the fail- 
ure, particularly by local stations,:to pro- 
vide enough time for the discussion of pub-

Commenting on this reaction, the St, 


Touis Post-Dispatch thus defines the issue

The 
FCC makes serious charges of excessive 
commercialism, support its facts and pro 
poses, in a mild way, to do something about 
it, That does not justify the crica of Justin 
Miller, NAB president, about Government 
domination of radio or his pointless asides 
on what our forefathers fought for.” 


The FCC report limits itself to the prac- 
tical question of better program service.

ow HITE TIE AND TAILS,” out at the FOX, is as light 
and bright a bit of acreen entertainment as the name 
implies. The old theme of servants at play while the 
master is away is given fresh treatment and sympathetic act- 
ing by Dan Duryea, Ella Raines, and Wil- 
liam Bendix, and becomes a well timed, 
deftly directed escapist comedy, as thorough- 
ly enjoyable as it is thoroughly unbelievable, 
Duryea is a disappointed artist who de- 
cided the gap between him and Rembrandt 
is too wide to bridge on his limited funds; 
He becomes a butler so he can be, he ration- 
alizes, useful and respected and at the same time live in com- 
fortable, beautiful surroundings. When his employers take a 
Fiorida vacation, he decides to play the gentleman, Obvious 
complications ensue when he meets debutante Ella Raines who, 
true to the definition, is a “lovely tomato surrounded by let- 

tuce,” and glibly offers to pay her sister's gambling debts. 

William Bendix as the gambling house proprietor with the 
tough hide and tender heart will delight Bendix fans especially 
in such scenes as one in which he enters the butler’s king size 
living room, on an inspection tour to see if he has the kind of 
a background to stand behind a six-figure check, and says re- 
fiectively, “You could put a pool table in here,” adding in self- 
admiration, “My mind's always working.” And on another oc- 
easion as he attempts to imitate Duryea’s brandy connoisseur 
routine, palms the glass, sniffs appreciatively, shrugs, and 
tosses it off like a jigger of Old Blended. 

Both the girl and Bendix contribute to the farce, but Dur- 
yen stands out in numerous scenes—especially his frenzied, 
speeded-up mixing of a martin! while a guest in the debutante’s 
home is trying to decide where he's séen him before, his facial 
expression as he signs a $103,000 check that is not only rubber 
but practically a two-way stretch; his hollow laughter echoing 
the girl's gaiety at someone's suggestion that the check might 
not be valid. Making an effort to un-type himself from the 
customary mug and thug roles given him, Duryea should im- 
press the powers that cast in Hollywood, 


Stormy Wind Still Blowing. 


“TWO YEARS BEFORE THE MAST,” which opened at 
the AMBASSADOR last Saturday and will continue for another 
week, is a film which fairly demands description as “a lusty 
Faithful to the book of the same name in 
its Hollywood fashion—which certainly sets 
no record for fidelity—it undertakes to ex- 
plain how Richard Henry Dana wrote his 
classic plea for a new deal for merchant 
seamen. Principal characters are Brian 
Donlevy as Dana, the writer who enlists to 
record the brutalities inflicted on seamen in 
the mid-1800s, Alan Ladd as the playboy son 
of a shipowner who is sahanghaied into service, William Bendix 
as loyal first mate to the brutal captain, and Barry Fitz- 
gerald who is more or less lost in the galley as the comic cook, 
The outstanding performance, however, is by Howard da Bilva 
as the chill captain who is ruthless and repressed at one and 
the same time. 

As love interest, not present in the original story, Esther 
Fernandez is dragged in, practically by the curls of her pom- 
padour, so that Ladd can show that he’s an all-American boy, 
handy in a clinch below deck as well as in mutiny brawls 
above. The way in which Esther is pushed back in her state- 
room when all the excitement is going on, and eventually 
@hunted off to shore and told to wait indefinitely, indicates 
that merchant seamen may have held a lowly position in those 
Gays but that of women wasn't much higher.

London Symphony Orchestra, which makes the film an out- 
standing music as well as a dramatic interlude. 

The orchestra, presumably with some anonymous pianist 
substituting for Miss Todd, plays such selections ag the Chopin 
Prelude Number Seven, Beethoven's Pathetique Sonata, the 
Greig Piano Concerto in A Minor, Mozart Sonata in C Major, 
and the Rachmaninoff Piano Concerto in C Major.

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


IORELLA H. LaGuardia, direc- 
F tor of UNRRA, made an elo- 

quent appeal to the United Na- 
tions the other day for continuing 
to distribute food in Europe 
through some form of internation- 
al agreement after UNRRA ex- 
pires. The next day, our State 
Department announced that, while 
we would consult with other na- 
tions, we would distribute relief 
pretty much on our own, though 
we might co-operate fairly closely 
with Great Britain and Canada, 
the two nationa which with us 
have borne the brunt of the ex- 
pense #o far, 


This seems a fairly natural de- 
cision, in view of the fact that 
there have been accusations that 
supplies given for relief have 
often been used for political pur- 
poses, It seems to me quite under- 
standable that we should want to 
say how our money shall be spent. 
But, as in the case of so many 
questions, there are arguments on 
both sides of this one. 

One of our ogreat desires at 
presént is to build up the 
atrength of the United Nations. 
And the advantage of doing things 
on an international basis, even 
when only a few nations foot the 
bills, is that a greater number 
participate in the policy and that 
knowledge of one another is 
gained through working tegether. 

In this, as in many other things, 
we are trying not only to fill the 
needs of the present, but to look 
into the future and be prepared to 
meet situations which have not 
yet arisen but which may arise, 
Tt is this ability to look ahead, 
and to calculate the importance 
of events in the light of tomorrow 
as well as of today, whieh is vital- 
ly important. 

I hear on all sides that indi- 
vidual members of Congress feel 
that their constituents are not 


interested in continuing to help 
people so far away from home, 
and I have had a number of let- 
ters which bear this out. They 
say “charity begins at home.” 
They say that, as long as there is 
one child underfed and one family 
with an inadequate standard of 
living within this country, we 
should be more concerned about 
that than about starvation or 
hardships greater than our own 
which exist in other countries. 


It is hard to prove that condi- 
tions in other countries will affect 
us, but it’s nevertheless true. We 
are truly now all in “one world.” 
And I cannot help feeling that 
there are people in our country 
who will not be content to forget 
the suffering in other lands, even 
though they work to decrease any 
suffering in this country. 


There is one way, appnrently, 
fo reach everyone's heart. The 
fate of children seema to touch us 
all. The other night, I attended 
a dinner of the United States 
Commi + for the Care of Euro- 
peasec mitre, which launched its 
campaign to raise $800,000 to bring 
war orphans over to this country. 
Three hundred have already come 
and, from the offers of homes 
which have poured into the com- 
mittee’s headquarters, it is evident 
that the supply of children will 
never remotely meet the demand. 
It was stated at the dinner that 
about 100 homes will probably be 
offered for every child brought 
here. So the warm heart of Amer- 
ican in atill open to children who 
have suffered.

covering dough with a towel and | 


putting it in the warmest spot in 
the kitchen which is used by most 
homemakers can only accidentally 
turn out the best of bread, 

The spot is either too hot or too 
cold and the air is usually dry 
enough to “crust” the outside of 
the dough. But an ingenious 
homemaker can construct cheaply 
a practical proofing oven of her 
own. A clean, heavy corrugated 
box with a lid still attached or 
better still a wooden box large 
enough to contain the dough 
either in the bowl or the pan ris- 
ing with enough space beside it 
for a pan or kettle of hot water 
to stand near the dough and pro- 
vide hot steam will be a great im- 
provement over the usual method. 
Newspapers can be sfread on the 
outside of the box containing the 
dough to hold in the heat, And 
on very cold days, water should 
be added to keep the temperature 
uniformly warm. Once you try it, 
you'll like the idea. 

Piain Roll Dough. 

Two packages dry granular 
yeast or two cakes compressed 
yeast, one cup lukewarm water, 
one teaspoon sugar, two cups 
milk, scalded; one tablespoon salt, 
one-third cup sugar, two eggs, 
beaten; nine and one-fourth cups 
sifted all-purpose flour, one-fourth 
cup shortening, melted and cooled. 

Soften yeast in the water with 
the one teaspoon sugar, Let atand 
10 minutes. Combine hot milk, 
malt and the one-third cup sugar. 
Cool to lukewarm, Combine yeast 
mixture, cooled milk, and eggs and 
beat vigorously unti) thoroughly 
blended. Add half the flour and 
beat until smooth. “Beat in short- 
ening, add all but about two ta- 
blespoons of the remaining flour 
and mix, thoroughly. Use the re- 
maining flour for kneading and 
shaping_rolls. Turn out on very 
lightly floured board. Cover dough 
and let jt rest 10 minutes before 
kneading. Do not add more flour. 
Knead until dough is smooth and 
elastic with tiny bubbles on sur- 
face (about 10 minutes) adding 
not more than two tablespoons 
flour for kneading. Shape into 
smooth ball, place in a clean 
greased bowl, turn once in bowl 
to coat top with melted fat. Cover 
and let rise in a warm place 
(about 86 F.) until doubled in 
bulk, about one and one-half 
hours, Divide dough tn three 
equal portions, each weighing 
about one pound, & ounces, and 
shape into rolls as desired. This 
amount of dough will make one 
cinnamon coffee cake, one adinna- 
mon loaf, and one and one-half 
dozen rolls, or is enough for four 
to five dozen dinner rolls. 


Orange Bowknots. 


After the first rising, roll piece 
of dough with the palms of hands 
to form strips about one-half inch 
thick and 10 inches long. Cut 
strips into five-inch lengths. Hold- 
ing strips by both ends, stretch 
lightly and tie tnto a loose knot. 
Place on a greased baking sheet, 
brush with melted butter, cover 
and let rise until doubled in bulk. 
Bake in a moderate oven (375 de- 

rees F.) for 15 to 20 minutes.

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First 100 Years Have Been Good 


Centenarian Observes Birthday at Louisiana, Mo.--77 Years a Mason

LOUISIANA, Mo.,, Noy, 14. 


UDGE JOHN WILLIAM RULE 
J vas 100 years old yesterday and 

last night he was the life of 
the party as 200 Freemasons, giv- 
ing a banquet in his honor, sang 
“Manny Birthday to You.” It was 
an occasion of double significance 


because Judge Rule is not only a, 


centenarian but with his 77 years 
as a Mason he is believed to have 
been a member of the order longer 
than any other man in the United 
States. A patriarch with white 
hair and beard and pink cheeks 
unmarred by wrinkles, with 
strength of body and undimmed 
mind, claiming none of the bene- 
fits of infirmity, he asked noth- 
ing of his brethren except that 
they grow old with him, for life 
was good and the best wag yet 
to be, 

The great of the Masonic 
brotherhood were there, Dr. Solon 
Cameron of St. Louls, Missourl 
grand master, and Harold IL. 
Reader of Webster Groves, grand 
secretary; George F. Morrison, 
illustrious potentate of the Shrine, 
and J. W. Skelly, secretary of the 
Scottish Rite bodies, and repre- 
sentatives of all the lodges in 
Northeast Missouri and WNorth- 
west Illinois. 

It was the second time in three 
days that Judge Rule had been 
honored, but he took both occa- 
sions in his stride and did not 
allow them to Interfere with -his 
duties as vice-president and a di- 
rector of the Bank of Louisiana. 
In the 39 years that he has been 
a director he has not missed board 
meetings more than half a dozen 
times and those times only be- 
cause of ill health, so he was on 
hand for a regular meeting Mon- 
day afternoon before the recep- 
tion that was set for 4 o'clock at 
the Wahl Hotel. From the bank 
he went to the hotel and in the 
new ballroom received the con- 
gratulations of the officiala and 
directors, stockholders and em- 
ployes of the bank and his rela- 
tives. 

The gift presented by President 
Charles Buffam of the bank, a 
portable radio, was designed to 
Serve the judge on his flittings 
from place to place, for he gets 
great store by the radio, giving it 
credit for keeping him young and 
in touch with current events. His 
eyes have gone back on him and 
he can’t read the paper any more. 

Not to the radio, though, does 
Judge Rule give chief. credit for 
his long and happy life. That goes 
to his daughter-in-law, Mamie, the 
wife of his son, Griff, who has 
taken care of him since the death 
of his wife in 1920. “The scrip- 
tures,” said Judge Rule, “say to 
honor thy father and they mother 
that thy life may be long, but 1 
attribute my longevity and con- 
tinuing enjoyment of life to my 
daughter-in-law, who has looked 
after me as well as an own. daugh- 
ter could have done.” 
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(A.D. 305) because of his Chris- 
tian faith, and later became the

Because of the saint's populart- 
ty, Pantaleone became a favorite 
Kiven name among Venetians, so 


»-Mmuch go that Pantaleone came to

Then, in the old Italian popular 
comedy, the name Pantalone was 
given to the main comic charac- 
ter, always depicted as a silly old 
man with spectacles and wearing 
slippers, a long, loose coat, and a 
tight-fitting, trousers-like garment 
from the waist to the ankles. 

In time, pantalone became a 
synonymous term for buffoon: a 
tottering dotard, It entered French 
as pantalon, which was borrowed 
by the English as pantaloon.

It has come to my at- 
tention also that you have been 
a member of the Masonic order 
since you were 21. That, too, is a 
notable fact. It is privileged to but 
few to attain such geniority in 
the craft, I trust that your birth- 
day will bring you many happy 
memories of a life span of 10 de- 
cnades and hope that all of your 
days are filled with peace and 
happiness, Fraternally yours, 
Harry 8S. Truman.”

William Rule was 100 
he looked backward with no re- 
grets. The first hundred years 
of his life had been good. Life 
was still good and he still wanted 
to live. His days are well filled.

The king re 
fused to fall, however, and South 
saw no way to anaivage the con 
tract except through the slim 
chance that the queen and jack of 
clubs would drop in two leads, 
That remote hope failed to ma- 
terlalize, and down South went! 
It true that South faced a 
nasty situation, but high tmagl 
nation and sound technique would 
have produced the slam, South 
should have finessed the queen 
of diamonds—not because a dis 
card on the ace would be of value, 
but because the finesse was need- 
ed to “strip” the hand, Observe 
how this works out. The diamond 
queen holds (as it should, con- 
sidering West's over-call) and 
South discards a club on the dia- 
mond ace. Now dummy’s last dia- 
mond is ruffed, South cashes his 
remaining spade trick and West is 
thrown in with the heart king. He 
dare not lead a spade and let de- 
clarer discard a club from one 
hand while ruffing in the other, 
hence West must exit in ecluba, 
and now all declarer has to do is 
play for divided club honors, Le. 
the queen in one defender’s hand 
and the jack in the other, which 
is the most normal] and likely 
division. If West leada the club 
queen, the ace is put in from 
dummy and a finesse taken for 
the jack. If West leads a low 
club, dummy ducks and declarer 
takes the jack with the king, then 
finesses against the queen. 
The “unnecessary” diamond 
nesse is the key to thia line 
play.
